In Inter-Cultural Relations

When classes at El Camino 
College open Sept. 11. many 
students will experience first­ 
hand lessons in inter-cultural 
relations as a supplement to 
regular classroom assignment.

While the great majority 
of Warrior students is com­ 
posed of local residents, most 
of whom have graduated from 
local high schools, representa­ 
tives of foreign lands and 
many of the 49 other states 
enrich cultural backgrounds 
of many classes.
